HIS LAST NIGHT. 


Preller’s. Murderer to Hang 
‘Loday. 


The Doomed Man’s Parting with His 
Mother and Sister, 


His Attorneys Making a Last Fight for 
a Respite. 


Other Eastern News—The National Bar Association 
Sits Down Heavily on Chief-Justice Fuller 
—An Asyium Horror—A Campaign 
Swindier Captared. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

St. Louis, Aug. 9.—|By the Associated 
Press. } Gov. Morehouse refuses to 
grant further respite in the case 
of Maxwell, alias Brooks, condemned for 
the murder of Preller, as requested by the 
British Government. When information 
was received of the Governor’s decision 
Maxwell was removed to a new gel to 
guard against suicide. 

The news of Gov. ehousé’s refusal to 
grant a further respite was conveyed to.the 
condemned man by his confessor, Father 
Tibian. Maxwell blanched and his lips 
trembled, but he soon recovered. After the 
departure of the priest the following tele- 
gram was handed to Maxwell by a deputy. 

“A commutation of sentence has been 
refused by Gov. Morehouse. A respite has 
also been refused.” 

Maxwell read the message slowly, folded 
it carefully and placed it in his pocket. 
Then followed a pathetic scene. Mrs. 
Brooks, mother of the condemned, and Miss 
Brooks, his sister, had learned of the result 
at Jefferson City through the Coroner’s 
clerk, John F, Ryan. They asked to be 
permitted to go within the screen to meet 
the son and brother, and the request was 
granted. When they reached the cell, Mrs. 
Brooks rushed into Maxwell’s arms and 
embraced him warmly, kissing him twice 
and crying out: “Oh, my poor hunted boy.” 
Then the sister embraced her doomed 
brother. Both ladies were in tears, but 
endeavoring to hide their emotion. Max- 
well was*‘deeply affected, and for atime 
lost control of himself, but he soon rallied 
and presented an undisturbed exterior. In 
response to a query, he said he would like 
to see his father before he died. 

* A TERRIBLE PARTING. 

Nothing of especial interest transpired 
after the morning meeting between mother 
and son. When Mrs. Breoks and her 
daugiiter returned at 4p.m. fora final fare- 
weil they entered Maxwell’s cell, accom- 
panied by two deputy sheriffs, who watched 


| closely to prevent the passing of any in- 


strument of death by the mother or sister to 
the condemned man. Maxwell received 
the visitors with outward calmness, and 
during the 40 minutes’ conversation his 
fave never brightened. The conversation 
was devoted toarésumé of the case, and 
his mother denounced Gov. Morehouse, the 
State of Missouri and the United States. 
She concluded with the remark that 
“When Gov. Morehouse makes his final 
appeal to heaven it will go unanswered.” 
A deputy sheriff notified the ladies that 
their time was up. The mother threw her 
arms about Maxwell with the words: “Oh, 
my God, my God!” kissed him twice, and, 
hiding her eyes with her hands, passed out. 
The sister embraced her brother and kissed 
him, but he apparently failed te return the 
caress of either, and they passed out weep- 
ing bitterly, the mother staggering in her 
walk. Maxwell li — a cigarette, and, 
throwipe his head back 
puffed out a volume of smoke and coolly 
returned to some manuscript he was cor- 
recting. Half an hour later he of 
a light supper. 
HIS@CAFFOLD COMPANION. 

Henry Landgraf, who is to be executed 
on the same gallows with Brooks, alias 
Maxwell, passed his last day on earth in an 
uneventful manner. During the afternoon 
he was visited by his attorney, whom he 
thanked for the efforts made to save him 
from the gallows. 

After Maxwell had partaken of supper he 
returned to his cell, and soon after received 
a call from Father Ly sae The priest 
remained with Maxwell longer than usual, 
and it is now fully decided that he will ad- 
minister communion to Maxwell in the 
morning. 

CATHING AT A STRAW. 

John 1. Martin, one of Maxwell’s at- 
torneys, returned from Jefferson City on 
the night train, and called on his con- 
demned client at once, assuring him that 
his efforts were unceasing to prevent the 
execution from being carried out in the 
morning. Martin said he had been in tele- 
graphic communication with Washington, 
and expected to receivea cable from Eng: 
land at any moment. 

WILL DIE BRAVELY. 

At 11:30, Fathar Tippan returned to the 
jail and entered Maxwell’s cell. The con- 
demned man closed the celldoor, and com- 
plained of the lack of privacy, denouncing 
what he termed the unfeeling curiosity of 
those in the jail. The father confessor 
was with Maxwell 15 minutes, and when 
he left the cell said to an Associated Press 

reporter: ‘He will go tohis death bravely, 
asserting his innocence.” 

For the first time since his incarceration 
Maxwell realizes that he is doomed, and be 
is beginning to grow restless, nervous and 
irritable. At this hour, midnight, he is 
sitting at‘the table in his cell, reading a 
book left him by Father ‘Tippan. Maxwell 
is never without a cigarette, and smokes 
while he reads, 

Sr. Loutrs, Aug. 10. Morning.—A few 
minutes before 1 o'clock Maxwell fell 
asleep and slept peacefully as a child 
until 1:50 a,m., when he turned over in bed 
and groaned, and from that time on his 
sleep was restless and broken. He had 
left orders to be awakened at2a.m. Prior 
to retiring he said if he could retain his 
wits to the last he would die bravely. He 
said he could not tell what he weul do on 
the scaffold, however, until he got there. 

A FAINT HOPE. 

Sr. Louris, Aug 10.—Morninug.—Maxwell 
was awakened at2 a.m., and now sits in 
his cell, haggard and evidently fully real- 
izing the fate that awaits ay A ray of 
hope was brought to him nis attorney, 
John I. Martin, who the following 
telegram from his colleague, Faputleroy, 
who is at Jefferson City. 

“The British Minister has sent a_ tele- 
gram to the Governor, asking a Big wm in 
order to let him make inquiry 
into the circumstances, The. Governor 
persists in believing that the inquiry 
meant is to be made by us and not by the 
British Government. Have wired the Min- 
ister, and urged the Governor to delay 
the banging until the doudt can be re- 
moved. He promises nothing.”’ 

WHY A RESPITE WAS DENIED. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The Secretary of 
State today received a telegram from the 
Governor of Missouri in regard to the case 
of the English murderer Brooks, sentenced 
to be hanged tomorrow. He says that, so 
far as he can see, there is nothing in ‘the 
letter of the British Minister, transmitting 
the request of the British Government for a 
respite, that would justify him in delaying 


execution of the sentence, especially as it. 


is not alleged that any facts in connection 
with the case will be developed by the in- 
vestigation said to have been instituted by 


the English authorities, and in seed to 
which he has no information whatever. 


A CAMPAIGN SWINDLE. 


Postmasters Fleeced by an Adroit 
Sharper 

NEw oa Aug. 9.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Sevéral days ago Chairman Bryce 
of the National Democratic Campaign Com- 
mittee received a letter from Postmaster 
Mills of Mason, Iil., asking him as to the 
authorization of a certain National Badge 
Company of this city to solicit funds for 
Democratic campaign expenses, The post- 
master inclosed a circular from the badge 
company and alieged newspaper clippings, 
showing the necessity of postmasters con- 
tributing tobe retained in office, Bryce 
notified Mills that the company was a 
swindle. Inspector Byrnes took up the 
case and found there was no badge company 
at the address given, but an individual 
named Joel Smith had an office in the build- 
ing inthe office of the Daily Mail.

THE RACES. 

At 10 o’clock the bell calling the horses 
for the first race, a mile dash, sounded, The 
spectators were still arriving in a constant 
stream, but the crowd present did not num- 
ber more than 2000 people. 

The appearances for a very large crowd 
were not flattering at this time. 

The entrees were Appleby’s b.c. Wild 
Oats, 110 pounds, Hitchcock up; Field’s 
ch.c. Fandango, 110 pounds, Frisco up; and 
Dun’s ch.c. Four Aces, 110 pounds. 

The pools sold, Wild Oats $5, Fandango 
$25, Four Aces $24, The contestants were 
considered about even, and the betting was 
fast and furious, The horses came to the 
start in fine shape, and after one false start, 
got away, Wild Oats leading by a length, 
Four Aces second, and Fandango third. 

Running to the quarter pole, Fandango 
moved up past Four Aces and even with 
Wild Oats. By the time the quarter was 
reached, Four Aces had his nose at the 
tails of the two leaders who were going 
neck and neck. From the quarter to the 
haif the three animals went, each straining 
every nerve to get ahead, but—without 
changing the position, other than to let 
Four Aces get his nose evén with the 
others. Three abreast and going like the 
wind, the horses flew to the three-quarter 
pole without catching the whip once. Fan- 
dango rounded into the stretch with his 
nose just showing in frontof Wild Oats 
second and Four Aces close up.

Santa Monica is all torn wp over some 
sensational developments growing out of 
the attachment of a grocery store at that 
place. Some time ago W. P. Lanthian 
opened up a general grocery business at 
the seaside resort. He commenced in a 
rather modest way, with a small stock, but 


he gave al! of his time to the store and 


gradually worked up a good trade. As he 
paid all of his bills promptly, he gained the 
confidence of the wholesale houses with 
which he dealt, and, from appearances, he 
was in a prosperous condition, so that no 
surprise was felt when his orders began in- 
creasing at a rapid rate. Most of his goods 
were boucht from Hellman, Haas & Co. of 
this city, and several weeks ago 
that firia was highly gratified to receive 
an order for $i30 or 81400 worth 
of goods, which were shipped to Santa 
Monica. The merehandise arrived in due 
time and was received by Lantnian, who 
commenced rushing up his collections, 
which fact, together with otber suspicious 
circumstances, coming to the ears of Hell- 
man, Haas & Co., they levied an attach- 
ment ou the place, which was closed, and 
the matter brought before the Board of 
Trade. The Sheriff went down to take 
possession, when he was surprised to find 
that there was only about $400 worth of 
goods on hand, The goods recently 
ordered had mysteriously disappeared, 
leaving no trace behind them, and a little 
inquiry developed the fact that they had 
not been sold. The books were also in bad 
shape, and even the delivery wagon and 
horse had disappeared. This state of 
affairs was conclusive evidence that 
something was wrong, and  Hell- 
man, Haas & Co. at once secured the 
services of City Detectives Emil Harris and 
Theo Metzler to work up thecase. The 
two oflicers went down to the beach, and, 
with Constable Baretto, startedin to solve 
the mystery. ‘They were not long in gettin 
on the track of the merchandise, which ha 
been secreted, and after securing the dead 
evidence on Lanthian, yesterday brought 
him to Los Angeles, where he paid a_por- 
tion of the money and was sent down to 
Santa Monica last evening to raise the re- 
mainder. 

Detective Metzler was seen at the police 
station last night, and when questioned 
about the affair, at first denied all know!l- 
edge of it. He finally said that there was 
something in it, and when told the facts as 
they had been learned by the reporter, ex- 
ressed considerable surprise, but still re- 
used to talk, saying that the case was not 
— ready. From another source it was 
earned that a complete settlement would 
be reached today, and that if this was 
done there will be no prosecution. Lanthian 
is well connected, and has always stood 
high in Santa Monica, and the discovery of 
ar wrong-doing created a genuine sensa- 
on,

BOYLE HEIGHTS, — 


The Citizens Jump on the Street-car 
People. 

The people of Boyle Heights are up in 
arms against what they consider the unjust 
treatiwent they have received at the hands 
of the Cable Car Company. About two 
weeks ago the company took off its cars 
beyond the bridge, on account of putting in 
the cable system, since which time the only 
means of reaching Boyle Heights has been 
by the Aliso-street line, which leaves at the 
corner of Arcadia and Main streets, and 
even with this line there has been no pro- 
vision made for the increased traffic. Old, 
worn-out cars were used, and but very few 
of them, which caused great dissatisfac- 
tion, and no small amount of kicking.

HE LEAVES THH DEMOORATIO 
PAKTY. 


An Old Chairman of the County 
Central Committee of the Moss-

8th inst. prints the following interview 
with the gentleman: 

“Since the announcement of ex-Gov. 
Downey’s abandonment of the Democratic 
party and his joining the Republican 

rty, which favors protection to American 
ladustries, a report has been widely circu- 


Jated that J. de Barth Shorb. a large prop- 


_erty-owner and wine merchant of San 


Gabriel, Los Angeles county, hal also sig- 
nified his intention of leaving the party of 
which he has been a life-long member. In 
order to obtain Mr. Shorb’s views upon the 
political questions of the hour, a Chronicle 
reporter called upon him at his hotel and 
requested an interview, which was most 
courteously accorded. On citing the rumor 
and asking as to Mr. Shorb’s views, that 
gentleman replied as follows: 

“*You will understand that I am an 
American citizen, first, last and all the 
time, and as such my duty and devotion to 
my country are paramount to the claims of 
any political eb upon me. Free trade, 1 
may say, I consider to be a figment of a 
disordered brain. As for free trade versus 
1 desire to Say, as a Democrat, 

lieving in the principles of Democracy 
and all laws enacted consistent therewith, 
+ ye the principle of the greatest good to 

€ greatest number, that so far as that 
principle is involved, I have experienced no 
change of heart or sentiment. 1 am now, 
as I have always been, a high protective 
tariff man, and as between free trade and 

rotection, I would prefer a Chinese wail. 

do not understand that because a man 
may object toa wrong policy of his own 
party t would necessarily make hima 

riend or an apologist for the mistakes of 
another party. This question is higher than 
party, because it invoives the prosperity of 
ine Nation, and, as I believe, the homes and 
firesides of the entire people. 1 must, asa 
loyal and devoted American citizen, favor 
protection, because 1 believe in the greatest 
— to the greatest number, and hold- 
ing such views, [ cannot close my eyes to 
the disastrous results that would affect 
millions of laboring men, the mechanics, 
the skilled laborers who earn livings for 
themselves and their families. The wel- 
fare and happiness of those laboring mill- 
ions and their families are first to be con- 
sidered, I lieve this is a question 
whereon all can stand upon an equal! foot- 
ing—the capitalist as well as the laborer. 
lt matters not whethera few men reach 
the position of millionaires from maanu- 
facturing the different products of Ameri- 
can industry. so long as by their success 
tens of thousands of nen are benefited. In 
arguing this question in my own mind and 
trying to arrive at just and proper conclu- 
.Sions, the Chinese problem has been pre- 
sented to my mind. Both parties are com- 
mitted, not only tothe restriction of their 
immigration to these shores, but further 
than this, to their absolute prohibition. 
Assuming that both parties are honest in 
their views, this opposition to Chinese im- 
migration can resi only on the fact of the 
desire to protect American labor from the 
competition of the Chinese laborer in 
America, Now, granted that this may be 
necessary—as I believe it is—how much more 
necessary is it that we should protect the 
American laborer from the result of the 
competition of the Chinese laborer 
manufactured in their own country. 
As between the competition of Chinese 
labor here and the competition of the result 
of Chinese labor in their own country, it 
seems to me a clear proposition that it 
would be better to have 
hom we. gome tribute in 
ng and such food as 
they must have when they labor here. I am 
a south®rn man, and proud of the fact that 
I was born there. If I am sectional at all in 

feeling, 1 am sectional in this: That I love 
my people and desire that they should take 
the place in this Nation that they ought to 
take. Noman who has studied the condi- 
tions and the natural advantages of the 
manufacturing districts as between the 
North and the South bus knows that the 
South today has greater advantages and 


_-has always had superior advantages to the 


North. Its water wers are greater, its 
climate milder, and its mineral deposits as 
which it raises a staple—cot- 

n. It isa fact that from the high pressure

rich, rather than seek to have such laws

**What do you think of the provisions of 
the Mills Bill, and how does it affect your

“*The Mills Bill, considered in itself, 
providing all legislation in this direction 
ended with the bill,’ could not seriously 
affect, so tar as 1 can see, American indus- 
tries, but, as a forerunner and an earnest of.

It does not aftect in any 
Way my own particular interests in an 
shape orform. Nor is it from a selfis 
standpoint nor for my own protection that I 
now hold the views | entertain. As I said 
before, Iam an American citizen and be- 
lieve in protecting every American indus- 
try, whether in the productive or manu- 
facturing interest, and whether they be 
planted and flourish on the shores of Maine 
or under the tropical sun of Louisiana.

JONES-NE W MAN, 


Seme Very Tall Cross Swearing Be- 
fore Justice Taney. 

A very funny case was tried by Justice 
Taney yesterday that afforded no little 
amusement to the spectators. J. Newman 
is a German, who owns a farm south of the 
city. Last month he had a boy named 
Charles Jones werking for him. Newman 
and Jones had a row on July 14th, which 
resulted in Jones being discharged, and his 
having Newman arrested on a charge of 
battery, which was the case tried yesterday. 
The sworn testimony of each side was ver 
contradictory, in fact, the air looked blac 
with perjury toaman up a tree. Jones, 
being placed on the stand, testified that 
Newman hit him with a board on the arm, 
disabling that member to the present time.

A pretty little 
daughter of Newman told the hatchet story, 
adding that Jones demanded his wage 
and that both Jones and her papa used ba 
language. A Mr. Reynolds saw Newman 
strike at Jones, but did nothit him. He 
saw no hatchet. 

Newman, the defendant, swore that on 
Mhe morning of the row Jones had neglected 
to water the horses; that his little boy went 
to do the job and was kicked senseless by a 
horse. Newman then accused Jones of 
being the cause of the accident to the boy 
and ordered him to leave, and followed 
with the hatchet story,” and admitted 
striking J ag ee claimed it was done in 
self-defense.

Gen. Sheridan’s Body Reaches 
Washington. 


Preliminary Services Held 
Matthew's Church.

Final Arrangements for the Obsequies

The Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army 
Issues an Appropriate Order —The Loyal | 
Legion's Nebie Eulogy of the 
Doad General.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The special train bearing the 
body of Gen. Sheridan and the funeral 
party arrived at the Baltimore and Ohio 
station from Nonquitt at 3:17 p.m. The 
oflicials in charge of the train, conductor, 
engineer, fireman and brakemen, were all 
old soldiers who had served under Sheri- 
dan. The train was met by Gen. Schofield 
and Lieuts. Sawyer and Bliss and several of 
his staff, a guard of honor from the District 
of Columbia order of the Loyal Legion, 
and Troop B, Sixth Cavalry, Capt. Lawton 
incommand. As the train slowed into the 
station, nine sergeants of the Third Artil- 
lery, under command of Lieut. Danes, 
marched up the platform and formed in 
liue. Soon after the train stopped Mrs. 
Sheridan stepped out, leaning on the arm 
of Col. Sheridan. They were met by Gen. 
Rucker and Miss Rucker, Mrs, Sheridan’s 
father and sister. They immediately en- 
tered their carriage and were rapidly driven 
away. Mrs. Sheridan was evidently deeply 
moved. 

As they left the station, the artillery ser: 
geants took the casket from the car and 
bore itto a gun caisson belonging to the 
Third Artillery, which was draped with 
flags festooned with crape. As the caisson 
bearing the body left the station, Troop B, 
Sixth Cavalry, fell into line in front and 
escorted the procession up Pennsyivania 
avenue to Fifteenth street and«t-- Mat- 
thews’ Church. As the body reached the 
door it was met by a procession of clergy 
and altar boys singing the “Miserere.”’ 
After the casket had been placed on the 
catafalque, the preliminary burial service 
was recited, the choir singing a funeral 
hymn. The interior of the church was 
effectively draped, a feature of the decora- 
tions being the American colors blended 
with the sombre shade of heavy folds of 
crape. The fronts of both galleries were 
covered with large flags, caught up at inter- 
vals with brown and soft bands of black. 
Above the entrance of the organ loft were 
grouped regimental and cavalry flags fas- 
tened together by a knot of black, with 
black streamers. The altar was heavily 
draped. The candelabra and marbie fig- 
ures on either side were draped with black. 
Two silk American flags hung from the 
walls above the altar. The cardinals’ 
throne on the leftof the altar was appropri- 
ately covered, and the front of the pulpit was 
concealed by heavy velvet and black, with a 
deep silver fringe. A space had been made 
in front of the altar by the removal of four 
pews on either side of the main isle, in the 
center of which stands the cataifalque that 
was used in the memorial services tor Kin 
Alfonso, held in this church on the death 
of the King several years ago. The service

A NOBLE EULOGY.

THE W.C.7.U. CONVENTION AT 
LONG 


Increased Attendance-The Exercises 
—Topics Discussed —Intemperance, 
Impurity and their Kvile—Peopie 
Stopping at the Seashore, ~ 


Lone Bracn, Aug. 8.—[Special 
Correspondence of Tue Times.] The 
attendance at the meetings of the 
W.C.T.U. convocation, now in session 
here, was largely increased today. _The 
morning session opened with an ani- 
mated discussion on the sabject of 
‘Sabbath Observance,’ followed by an 
address from Mrs. M. E. Garbutt, on 
‘Literature and Power of the Press,” 
which received the thoughtful atten- 
tion of the audience. The speaker 
cited various periodicals and leaflets as 
helps, and lines of study to be followed 
out, the literature to be closely studied 
either in homes or in unions; papers on 
various topics should be prepared, 
courses of reading pursued. ete. This 
subject of temperance should be 
agitated all the time, through the pul- 
pit, the press and the rostrum. Ideas 
are scattered and advanced much more 
rapidly since the invention of printing, 
and here the speaker paid a glowing | 
tribute to the generosity and courtesy 
of the Los Angeles press in giving 
place to temperance reports. A col- 
umn, and more, bas been willingly de- 
voted to this cause, and a report Of the 
meetings has never been refused, 

Miss Burnett of Salt Lake City gave 
some amusing incidents of reportorial 
work there, stating that the Mormon 
papers published freely all reports on 
temperance work she could send 
them, several columns in length some- 
times. but the onity Gentile paper there 
charges $4 per column for inserting all 
such reporis. ‘‘Oh, consistency, thou 
art a jewel.”’ 

The subject of petitions was next 
taken up, “for,”’ said Mrs. More, 
‘*women have to do their work mostly 
now.”’ 

rs. Faxon of Bay City, Mich., said: 
“Our union in Michigan, 8000 strong, 
sends greeting to you. Itis humiliat- 
ing that we have to appeal to the 
Legislature year after year, and year 
after year, with no apparent effect, but 
we propose to continue our petitions— 
like Banquo’s ghost, the W.C.T.U. 
will not down.” 

Mr. Howland of University Place 
asked to be permitted to speak a word 
on this point. “There is power in pe- 
titions he said. “Il remember, away 
back in the ’50s, how we carried the 
Maine law in New York. Each school 
district sent in separate petitions, and 
we had it so arranged that we could 
paste them together, one after another, 
as fast as they cams in. It madea 
lengthy document, I tell you, and after 
we rolled it up the coil was six feet 
long. Then we manufactured for the 
purpose a wheelbarrow, all painted up 
and decorated with mottoes and sym- 
bols suitable to the occasion, and the 
day the Legislature was to pass on 
the bill—just in the nick of time, in 
the middle of aspeech in reference to it 
—in trundled that wheelbarrow, loaded 
down and overflowing with its precious 
burden. Right down the center aisle 
it rolled, and I tell you it created a 
sensation, and when it stopped in 
front of the ee opposition just 
dropped its head, and that was the 
turning point. I1 tell you there’s a 
power in petitions.”’ 

Mrs. Clippenger read an interesting 
paper on ‘‘Legislative Work.”’ 
drink traffic,’ she said, ‘‘is evil, evil 
only and evil continually. With good 
voters we have nothing to fear; 
without, nothing to hope. When God 
placed Adam and Eve in_ the 
Garden of Eden, He organized the 
first home and made woman its keeper, 
and now, in defense of her home, she 
has come to the front in this temper- 
ance work, and stands a her door, 
with her children behind her, to say 
that the liquor traffic shall not set down 
at her fireside a drunken husband or 
son.”’ 

In the afternoon, Prof. James gave 


second lecture on ‘Social Purity.” 


Ever since the dreadful revelations, a 
few years since, in the Pali Mall) Ga- 
zette, of the horrible vice and crime 
existing in London, this long-neglected 
subject has been repeatedly brought 
before the. public. illiam T. Stead, 
in the vigor and fearlessness of his 
manhood, dared brave the storm of 
public opinion by dragging to their 
view the hideous monster of Vice 


and impurity that was hiding 
its black ead, not only in 
London, but in every city on 


our globe. Since then the brave, true, 
loyal-hearted men and women of our 
land have taken up this matter, and 
are placing before the astonished gaze 
of fathers and mothers the dreadful 
peril that lies at the feet of their chil- 
dren. Miss Ellice Hopkins of Eng- 
land inaugurated the White Cross 


_ Movement, and Frances E. Willard 


was the first woman in America who, 
in the strength of her noble Christian 
womanhood, dared to introduce this 
subject to an over-sensitive American 
audience. And it was on the Chautau- 
= eS at the earnest request of 

r. J. H. Vincent, and in the presence 
of a critieai. Chautauqua audience, 
numbering over 5000, that she plead 
this cause. 1 was present, and she 
held that great congregation spell- 
bound for an hour, while in terms both 
plain and modest she set forth this 
great evil of the age. Fathers and 
mothers wept, and round after round 
of applause greeted and encouraged 
her as she proceeded in er 
earnest manner to lay bare the 
awful impurities which curse our so- 
cial life. ‘*The time was,’”? said Miss 
Willard, “‘when speech was silver and 
silence was golden on this delicate sub- 
ject, but,’’ she added, “‘the time has 
come when speech is goiden and silence 
is criminal.”’ Ever since then this 
movement has gone hand in hand with 
the work of the W.C.T.U., for intemper- 
ance and impurity are the twin vices. 
Prof. James, in his lecture, Wednes- 
day afternoon, presented plain facts 
and figures indicating the growth and 
prevalence of this crime of social im- 
purity. In earnest, zealous words he 
pointed parents to the evils which were 
surrounding their children on every 
hand. As a physician,and one who 
had given this subject serious study 
and attention, he revealed the awful 
picture of misery and woe which is the 
outgrowth of this crime. 

Mrs. Whitney of Honolulu, vice- 
president of the World’s W.C.T.U., 
gave the audience a glimpse of her life 
as @ Missionary on the Sandwich 
Islands.. “It is 68 years,” she said, 
“since the first missionary landed there 
-and found the islands in the depths of 
heathenism, Wesometimes hear about 
the natural, child-like innocence of the 
natives in heathen countries, and that 
‘vice was introduced simultaneously 
with civilization.’ This is not so; I 
have been there, and I know whereof I 
speak. The twin vices of intemperafce 
and impurity are rampant. Picture 
every man, woman and child familiar 
with the most debasing kind of vice— 
this is heathenism as I have seen it. 


“ZS Was no uncommon thing to finda 


toxication. For several years we had 
a law prohibiting the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors to the Hawaiians, and dur- 
ing that time there was a steady march 
toward prosperity and Christianity, 
but five or six years ago this law was 
abolished by the present King, and the 
result is that the Hawailans asa na- 
tion are fast going down to a drunk- 


|urd’s grave, and the outlook tor the 


future is very dark. Miss Leavitt's 
visit to Hawaii was a grand success, 
and produced a revolution in the public 
sentiment of the islanders. ‘They had 
never seen a woman on the platform 
before and were strongly prejudiced, 
but her sweet, womanly manner and 
earnest, eloquent words won their 
hearts. There are not more than 3000 
white people in Honolulu, and not 
more than 5000 on the island ” 

Mrs. Whitney gave an interesting ac- 
count of their method of work there, in 
this isolated island of the sea. 

Mrs. Ruth Berryman Ridges 
land presented the subject of ‘*Mission- 
ary Work at Home,” and gave ber ex- 
perience in this field in Los Angeles, 
where she has been laboring for the 


the good people of our city to look 
within their gates,according to her 
well-founded ideas, before casting 
their eyes abroad to foreign lands. 
Funds are needed to carry on this 
work. In one case meetings had to be 
suspended because the paltry sum of 
$5 per week could not be raised to bey 
for the use of the building in whic 

they were held.
